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INTRODUCTION AND HELPFUL HINTS 

To assist you in identifying potential sources of support for your organization’s 
activities, the directory summarizes the purpose of each program, its basic 
eligibility requirements and total available funds. The directory does not go into 
explicit detail on each program; rather, it is a guide to link your organization 
with the program whose objectives most closely parallel your own. 


Often you will find that the Government of Canada does not have a program 
with a mandate to support your particular activity. You may also find that your 
provincial or local government does not have the mandate either. In these cases 
your only avenue of obtaining support may be in the private sector; a corpora- 
tion, a foundation, or individuals. 


When you have identified the program area which seems most appropriate to 
your organization’s concerns: 


® contact a program officer to discuss the project for which you are seeking sup- 
port in terms of the program’s eligibility criteria. This will enable you to quick- 
ly ascertain, before making a detailed, formal submission, whether your pro- 
ject qualifies for assistance. If your project is eligible for consideration, the 
program officer may also be able to assist you in fully developing your 
proposal. 


Should your project not be eligible for financial support from a particular 
program: 


e ask the program officer about other possible sources of assistance. Referring 
you to other sources — whether federal, provincial, municipal or private agen- 
cies — is generally part of the service provided to the public by federal pro- 
gram officers 


e ask about the availability of funds other than program grants and contribu- 
tions. For example, research funds, assistance for publications on subjects 
related to the mandate of the department or agency concerned, or contract 
funds which a department may use to purchase expert advice or services from 
your organization 


e ask whether the program can provide assistance in the form of expert advice. 
Often you may be able to obtain valuable assistance and information on how 
to organize a conference or a series of workshops, or to produce a newsletter, 
or develop an aspect of your organization's activities in the most economical 
and effective manner 


e understand the difference between financial assistance in the form of a grant, 
and a contribution. A grant is usually a lump sum payment awarded at the 
outset of a project activity, whereas a contribution generally consists of a 
graduated series of payments which are issued only after receipt of progress 
reports or other required documentation on a project 


e consider the possibility that while your project may be an excellent one, it 
may not receive financial support because of the limited amount of funds 


available in a given program.

Explorations Program 


Explorations is an interdisciplinary and project-oriented program that provides 
grants to individuals, groups and organizations in Canada for specific projects 
which may introduce new approaches to creative expression, extend the limits of 
an existing art form, cross disciplines or fulfil specific needs in the development 
of the arts. The primary intent of the Program is to provide support for in- 
novative, unusual or unproven ideas, whether focusing on the performing, visual 
or media arts; research and writing; animation activities; the application of new 
technologies in the arts or experiments in new art forms, etc. 


The average grant has ranged between $5,000 and $10,000 depending upon the 
nature of the project proposed. 


Canadian groups and non-profit organizations are eligible, as are individuals who 
are Canadian citizens or who have held landed immigrant status for five years. 
Applications are not restricted to professional artists. Regional interdisciplinary 
selection committees assess applications on the basis of the project's creativity, 
potential importance, artistic quality and the ability of the applicant to complete 
it successfully. As Explorations is a project-oriented program, it does not give 
annual grants to sustain ongoing activities of individuals or the operations of 
organizations. A project which qualifies for assistance from another program of 
the Canada Council is not eligible for an Explorations grant. Application forms 
may be obtained from the Explorations Program once the eligibility of the project 
and candidate have been determined. 


The grant may cover any period up to 12 months. Explorations grants do not 
cover expenses incurred before the application is approved. Deadline dates for 
receipt of applications are: January 15, May 1 and September 15. The results are 
announced approximately four months later.

Project Contributions and Development Grants are awarded to eligible organiza- 
tions that propose projects relating to issues of importance to a majority or at 
least to large classes of consumers. Funding is normally awarded for a period of 
one year (April to March), although some funds are available throughout the 
year for addressing new or emerging issues. Core Grants and Advocacy Grants 
are awarded to national consumer organizations. 


Project proposals must have a clear focus on specific consumer issues. Issues 
considered to be within provincial and municipal jurisdictions are not eligible for 
funding. Issues that are more appropriately within the jurisdiction of other federal 
departments or agencies will not be considered for funding.

Community Futures Committees 


Committees will be responsible for recommending how many of the Community 
Futures Program options should be available in their community and the level at 
which they should operate. The choice of options will be determined by the 
availability of Employment and Immigration Canada funding for each community 
and the extent to which the Committee is successful in attracting financial sup- 
port from other levels of government and from the private sector. 


Self-Employment Incentive 


Enables unemployed workers to become self-employed by providing income sup- 
port while the business is being established, thereby providing compensation for 
unemployment insurance and welfare benefits that would be lost. 


Business Development Centres 


Centres are a development of the LEAD Corporations and have the following 
main features:

Purpose To assist persons having difficulty making the transition from school or home to 
the labour market. 


Entry: supervised on- and-off-site training and work experience for 
unemployed young people.

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Priority activities e Activities designed to address individual needs while providing an integrated 
combination of work experience and off-site and on-site skills training. 


¢ Job Entry utilizes the expertise of co-ordinators and training place hosts. The 
co-ordinator’s responsibility is to develop and implement an Entry or Re-entry 
project. The co-ordinator recruits training place hosts to provide on-site train- 
ing, work experience and supervision to Entry and Re-entry participants. A 
co-ordinator can also act as training place host and/or trainer.

The Work-Sharing Program 


The Work-Sharing Program, which is authorized by the Unemployment Insurance 
Act, brings together employers, employees and the Federal Government in a joint 
and formal agreement to avoid temporary lay-offs or cushion the impact of per- 
manent lay-offs. This is accomplished by employees working reduced hours to 
share the available work. The workers receive Unemployment Insurance benefits 
to compensate for the time not worked in accordance with the agreement to a 
maximum of three days each week. Training may be linked with Work-Sharing to 
enhance placement opportunities or to assist employees to adapt to technological 
changes. 


In order to conclude a Work-Sharing agreement, employers must meet the 
eligibility criteria while participating employees must qualify for regular 
Unemployment Insurance benefits. While the normal maximum duration of the 
Work-Sharing agreements is 26 weeks, employers may be granted a 12-week ex- 
tension to this period under specified circumstances. In cases of permanent lay- 
off, employers may enter into a re-employment pilot project for up to 50 weeks.

¢ Co-operatives Unions and Professional Association (CUP) — This works 
with co-operatives, savings and credit unions, labour organizations, and a 
range of professional associations (teachers, nurses, etc.). The focus is on 
training and technical assistance, building up organizational capacities through 
mutual endeavours. 


CIDA provides contributions to eligible Canadian institutions in response to pro- 
ject/programme submissions clearly linked to development assistance. In 1985 
contributions offered to these institutions amounted to approximately $64 million. 
Funds are provided on a co-financing basis, and recipient institutions are required 
to provide a contribution, in cash or kind, to the project they wish to undertake. 


Contributions are renewable; however, self-sustainability of linkage projects are a 
major factor in the selection criteria.

(i.e. normally seven calendar days) 

e members of both groups must be involved in the preparation for the exchange 
visits 

e a program of activities designed to increase the visitors’ understanding of the 
host community must be organized 

e follow-up activities must be planned to take place after each visit 

e each group must submit a final report no more than three months after it has 


travelled.
